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SHANTUNG SAID TO BE 
OUT OF DANGER. 


SHANSI FORCES RETREAT AFTER 
TAKING TSINGTAO. 


SUPPRESSION OF “REDS”. 
Tlontsin, Yesterday. 

Yen Hsi-shin has ‘despatched the 
Shangi Division under Wang Ching- 
kuo to reinforce Taiming; while 
strong fortifications have . been 
built. among Chuchow and Lin- 
chang. 

“The Shangi troops, who had ad- 
vanced along the East of Lung-Hal 
line, suddenly received an order on 

“April 7 to withdraw, in, order to 
cover thejr rear against any unex- 
pected eventuality. After having 
taken possession of Tsaohsien and 
Tsingtao in the West of Shantung, 
the Shansi cavalry made a rapid 
retreat on April 8 after cutting 
down many telegraphic wires upon 
their departure. 

Shantung Safe. 

At the Weekly Memorial Service 
on April 7, General Chen Tsao-yuan 
declured that the Shansi troops 
were not ina position to advance 
southward, a3 evidenced by their 
preparing defensive work = at 
Machang, and that Shantung would 
be in no danger. 

Troops Disarmed. 

When the Shansi troops under 
Fu Tso-yi reuched Tehchow, the 
Shantung unlts. offered’ no resist- 
ance, but evacuated the city, after 
destroying part of the bridge at 
Lohow and Yellow River. Incensed 
by the unreasonable invasion of 
the Shansi-ltes, the local militia 
made ao suddew ,assault on the 
vanguards under Ma Si, with the 
result that Ma was killed and many 
rifles were captured, 

Dispositions of Troops. 

The dispositions of the Shansi 
forces in Shantung are reported as 
follows: one brigade at Tehchow, 
one battalion it‘the railway station 
of Wong Ho Yai, two-companies of 
cavalry at Pingyuan and 4 armour- 
ed cars patrolling between Teh- 
chow and Yollow River Bank. 
Shantung troops are stationed at 
Changchtwang, about 12 miles from 
the Shanslites. No fighting has 
yet taken place. The traffic -be- 
tween Tsinnn and Yellow River 
Bridge ia ati! being maintained. 

Talyuon Arsenal. 


Four British and German experts 
have been engaged by the Taiyuan 
Arsenal, which {a working feverish- 
ly to turn out ‘planes, guns, rifles 
and ammunition day and night. 

. Chang Chung-chang. 

Chany Chung-chang, the ex- 
Peiyang militarist Is said to havo 
commissioned his former officers to 
link with the bandits and Red- 
Spear fraternity. along the Chiao- 
si line in Shantung.

CARRIERS. 


TO BE DECIDED BY THE NAVAL 


CONFERENCE DELEGATES. 
SIZE AND ARMAMENT. 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

To-day'’s conversations between 
the Naval delegates arranged in 
the hope that the chances of a 
five-Fower agreement might there- 
by be revived, were sorrewhat im- 
peded by the illness of Signor 
Grandi. Nevertheless, the Prime 
Minister and the ‘Foreign Secre- 
tary, Mr, Arthur Henderson, had 
a long meeting with the Ttalian 
Ambassador, Signor Bordonaro, 
and Signor Rosai in the course of 
the day and this evening the 
French and United Kingdom dele- 
gations also met. After the lat- 
ter meeting, which was held in the 
Prime .Minister’s room at the 
House of Commons a brief com- 
munique announced ‘that the de- 
velopment of the conversations of 
the last 24 hours had been examin- 
ed and that a further meeting 
woull take place to-morrow. — It 
is understood that this - meeting 
dealt mainly with statistics, as 
did also the conversation eurlier 
in the day between Mr, A. V. 
Alexander, and M. Dumesnil, the

and French Admiralties. 


-Meanwhile, progress was being 
made with other spheres of the 
Conference work. The British, 
American and Japanese experts, 
who have been examining the re- 
servations of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to the proposals sent to 
Tokyo as part of the potential 
Five Power Pact, reached general 
agreement on most’ points at the 
meeting to-day and will to-morrow 
deal with one or two matters atill 
outstanding. 


Aircraft Carriers.

‘the general term aircraft carricr, 


for the purposes of the present 
agreement, should comprehend, 
firstly, aircraft carriers of over 
10,000 tons: standard. displacement 
as. defined in the treaty between 
the United. States, the British 
Empire, France, Italy and Japan 
limiting navat armament, signed 
at Washington on February 16, 
1922; and secondly, other surface 
vessels of war of standard dis- 
placement not — exceeding 10,000 
tons designed for the specific and 
exclusive purpose of conveying 
aircraft and so constructed that 
the aircraft can be launched 
therefrom and landed thereon. 
Such vessels shall not carry guns 
with a‘ calibre 
inches.’ These vessels will go 
into the alrcraft carriers catexory. 
while all other vessels ~ built to 
carry aeroplanes or seaplanes are 
to be charged against the appro- 
priate combatant categery, accord 
ing to size and armament.—British 
Wireless Service.

CHINESE CUSTOMS IN 
HONG KONG. 


OUTLINE OF PROPOSED. 
‘AGREEMENT, 


STATUS OF ISLAND. 

The annual meeting of the 
Chinn Association, of which 
Lord Southborough is President, 
was held on March 26 in London 
at the P. & O. Co.'s city offices. 
From the report on events in 
1929 we take the following of 
special interest to Hong Kong:—

Hong Kong harbour and the approaches 
thereto, For some time past smuggling 
has been on the increase, and it is now 
proposed that the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment should exercise this control on 
behalf, and at the expense of, the 
Chinese Customs, The proposal in- 
volves both technicalities and principles 
which at this stage it is proposed to 
deseribe only in outline, 

‘An obvious advantage. of the pro- 
posal from a commercial standpoint 
would be that native goods shipped ‘to 
Hong Kong would not lose their 
status as such, as they do at the pre- 
sent time. Another advantage would 
be that Chinese vessels trading in in- 
land waters would be able to take out 
their pupers for inland places in Hong 
Kong. : 

Objection in Future. 

On the other hand, the objection 
that, at some future ‘time, the Chinesa 
might, use the fact of Customs suner- 
vision of Hong Kong waters, albeit 
exercised through the Hong Kong Gov- 
ernment, as an argument in favour of 
modifying’ the foreign status of the 
Island still further is a serious one. 

Likelihood of Friction. 

Not Icss serious, however, would be 
the likelihood, if the proposed agree- 
ment were not coneluded, of friction 
arising out of the growing evil of 
amuggling, which the Chineso might 
determine to suppress through the 
creation of a cordon of preventive sta- 
tions round the Colony.

In Communication with 
Certain Builders. 


The Cunard Steam Ship Company 
announce that they are now in 
communication with certain ship- 
builders, regarding the building of 
a new liner for their Atlantic ex- 
Press service. 

It is generally known that the 
Cunard plans for the construction 
of a new liner to replace the 
Mauretania have been under con- 
siderntion for some time, and the 
above announcement confirms the 


+opinion expressed recently that the 


contract for the now vessel might 
be placed sooner than anticipated. 

Great Interest will attach to the 
order, when it is finally placed, in 
view of the Cunard Line’s reputa- 
tion on the North Atlantic of main- 
tnining the fastest ocean service in 
the world, at leawt until the placing 
on service of both the Norddeuts- 
cher Lloyd’s new liners Bremen and 
Europa, with the re-engined 
Columbus. As mentioned in. the 
report of the N.D.L, with the 
Bremen-~and the Europa—the 
company “reenters the Trans- 
Atlantic passenger service with 
high honours,” and ‘to meet 
the competition of these vessels the 
construction of a new Cunard 
liner is the natural sequel, even if 
the building of a vessel were not 
necessary, as it'is, ir the ordinary 
course of replacement, Incidental- 
Jy, the value of fast veasela like 
the Bremen is evidenced in the re- 
port of the N.D.L., in which it is 
stated that that vessel contributed 
materially to the resulta for last 
year, having found favour with the 
travelling public. 

Size and Speed. 

With the knowledge that, when 
the directors of the company saw 
fit, the Cunard Liue would place 
the order for a new vessel, there 
has been much discussion with re- 
gard to her probable dimensfons 
and specd,.and whero she would 
be built. As yet, these details are 
still, unpublished, although it may 
be expected that in both size and 
apeed she will uphold the tradi- 
tions of the company, while as far. 
as propelling machinery is con- 
cerned, except for irresponsible 
suggestions, there has been no 
doubt but that she will be fitted 
with geared turbines, steam being 
supplied by water-tube bollers, for 
the Bremen and the new Canadian 
Pacific linera have shown the great 
strides that have been made by, the 
use of higher pressures and higher 
temperatures in the steam propul- 
sion of large ners. 

Similarly as to the probable 
builders, the cholce has, with 
reason, been narrowed down to 
probably two firms, Messrs. John 
Brown and Co,, who built the 
Aquitania, and Messrs, Swan, 
Hunter and Wigham Richardson, 
Ltd., who built the Mauretania, 
with, it has been assumed, the odds 
slightly in favour of the former.

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NAVAL DISASTER. 


The mon who were killed in the 
xplosion on H.M.8. .Sepoy on 
Tuesday died, as it will probably 
go down in the ship's log, “in the 
performance. of their duty.” It 


was an honourable death, if not 


an heroic one; not heroic because 


it came’ suddenly and without |- 


warming, so that we may feel 
gratified to know that to most of 
the victims. the: end was without 
pain, It was an accident and, as 
such, must have had a cause, 
The nature of that cause, which 
at the moment is not known, will. 
probably be determined when the 
Admiralty enquiry is made. . It: 
may have been due to negligence 
on the part of one man or several 
men, either in the munitions’ 
factory or in the manner in which 
it was handled. It requires little 
technical knowledge to perceive 


the truth of the old rhyme— 


“Through loss’ of a nail a battle 
wag lost.” As was. shown in 
many. ‘instances during. the ‘War, 
the carcless arrangement of ‘the 
‘charge. In a shell, an ’ error’ in 
adjusting ‘the delicate’ machinery 
of a timed’ bomb, led toa Ene 


——— 


pre-occupation with a contem. 
porary mutter; it may even have' 
been made bythe chemist before 
him. But these desiderata not- 
withstanding, a man whose work 
lies in the manufacture of such 
‘dangerous materials must feel a 
grave burden of responsibility 
and, if he be honest, realise that 
he may be, directly or indircetly, 
responsible for any fatal accidents 
that may occur. The lives of hun- 
dreds of able-bodied men are in 
his hands, actually and not 


) figuratively, for it is with his 


hands as well as his brain that he 
creates the infernal machines. It 
is a hard task to impose on the 
conscience, perhaps, but a man 
who realises his duty to his 


a’'task fraught with so many 
| dangerous’ possibilities unless he 
feels, in himself, that his. brain 
and hands are working in perfect 
co-ordination. Supervision, how- 
ever penetrating, can never be in- 
fallible, and.a certain amount of 
trust must be placed in the in- 
dividual. If he fails to live up to 
that trust he cannot be said to be 
doing his duty.’ Better to starve 
them to perform such a work in 
the knowledge ‘of inefficiency. 

‘The accident Has naturally cast 
a gloom’ overall ranks of the 
Royal Navy, which has lost by 
the deaths of six of its personnel 
men who were comrades in a not 
overpaid or always enthralling 
task. . It has likewise been a 
matter of very sincere regret 


amongst the public, which is al-

FUNERAL. 


IMPRESSIVE SERVICE AT 
CEMETERY, 


BEAUTIFUL TRIBUTES. 

Amidst the deep qutet of the evening, 
whilst over one thansand men stood 
with bared and, bowed head, the bodies 
of tho stx victims of the accident 
abonrd H.M.S. Seroy were Inid to rest 
hy Service colleagues in the Naval and 
Military portion of the Protestant 
Cemetery at Happy Valley, yesterday 
afternoon, | 

The funeral, which was, of course, 
accorded full Naval honours, was most 
impressive in its solemnity, the scene 
at the graveside when the Rev. G. H. 
Hewitt, R.N., read the service being one 
that will long linger in the memory. 
The votce of the Chaplain carried clear- 
ly to all sections of the large gathering, 
whilst the profusion of colour in uni- 
forms and in the great mass of wreaths 
blended most harmontously with the 
restful green of the soqquestered hill 
side, 

' A Long Processton.' 


The funeral procession had earlier 
lined up outside the Royal Naval Hos- 
nital, the six gun carriages being drawn 
hy men of the 8th Destroyer Flotilla. 
Headed by the firing party, with arms 
reversed, and then a Marine Band 
with drums draped, the procession 
marched slowly past the Monument, 
Following the gun carringes was an 
escort in which every warship in har- 
hour was represented [ncluding the 
Vigilante (French), Mindanao (United 
States of America), Adamastor (Por- 
tuguese) and Sebastiano Caboto 
(Italian). 

Besides this there were many Naval 
commissioned and warrant officers, to- 
gether with men from all the military 
units in the garrison, the Royal Alr 
Force, Police Force, and members of 
the Service and the general public who 
joined in at the Monument, The whole 
procession. was over half-a-mile long. 

Arriving near the cemetery the Band 
played Chopin’s “Funeral! March,” 
after which the coffins were lifted from 
the gun enrriages and carricd into the 
cometery,

A most interesting and instructive lecture was delivered by the 


Hon. Dr, A. R. Wellington, Director of Medical and Sanitary Ser-, 


vices, at the conclusion of which Mr. M. K. Lo addressed the gather- 


ing in Chinese. 


The chair was taken by Dr. Chau 
Waicheung. 

The Hon. Dr. Wellington in the 
course of his lecture said that to 
help the public to develop u "sani- 
tary conscience” was probably the 
most urgent of all sanitary pro- 
blems. ; 

“In this life health and happi- 
ness are closely related and Hfo 
without happiness iy not worth 
much. ‘People do not live un- 
healthy lives and court sickness 
by choice; it, ls because they lack 
sanitary knowledge,” said tho lec- 
turer. 


He went on to say. how the 
public could best be educated and 
made to develop a sanitary con- 
science was by means of co-opera- 
tion. 

Co-operation Urged, 

Co-operation, he said, was in- 
dependent of race, rank, creed, 
occupation or wealth. But co- 
operation was impossible unless 
there was mutual understanding, 
trust ond goodwill.

jects concern, not the treatment and 
cure of the sick, which is the busi- 
ness of the medical practitioner, but, 
the attainment ‘and preservation of 
Health, which is so tremendously 
important to all-of us, individually 
and as members of a community. 
Potions and Plasters. 

The art of healing in some form 
or other must, I suppose, have exist- 
ed ever since—and probably before 
—elvilisation began. To cure the 
sick, to alleviate the suffering, have. 
at all times acted aos a great impetus 
to human effort, although that effort 
must of course GiMtioned by 
the state of the hlimah knowledge at 
the time. Magic. tural in- 
tervention, touch by‘a sa¢red person, 
blood-letting, potions d plasters, 
have all been resorted to. Medical 
practice beeame quite advanced long 
before the Christian era. In fact 
one great body of medical literature 
is associated with the 
Hippocrates (460 B.C.),. In China 
Shen Nung (who lived about 4718 
years ago) “tasted many hundred 
herba whence arose the art of heal- 
ing ond medicine.” But until at 
Joast 1648, that art had little rela- 
tion to Anatomy and Physiology as 
at present understood. In that 
year the famous book of Anatomy 
by Andreas: Vesalius was published. 
It was based upon his observations 
of the form and functions of the 
human: body as the result of. dis- 
section. It introduced a new 
medical science and conception. 

Fascinating Story. ; 

The, story of the rise of medical 
science from then until the present 
day, ia a fascinating one, This 
progress was very much accelerated 
by the discovery, by William 
Harvey, in 1628, of the circulation 
"of the blood; the discovery of 
Edward Jenner,’ about 1796,—that 
vaccination conferred immunity 
against smallpox; the introduction: 
by Sir James Simpson +(1811-1870), 
of the art of practical anacsthesia ; 
the introduction. by Lord Lister 
(1827-1912) of anti-septic surgery; 
the. discovery of the cause of* in- 
fective disease; the introduction of 
the new acfence of bacteriology by 
Louis Pasteur and Robert Kock; 
and the discovery of the X-ray by 
Rontgen in 1895. :

Honda after-a very shaky start, 
owing to the cross wind which 
blew in gusts across the court 
and the rapidity with which the 
ball came off the ground, gradual- 
ly gained a mastery over his op- 
ponent. His backhand play was 
conalatently good and his driving 
had both good length and ac- 
curacy behind it. He soon dis- 
posed of the bellef that Rumjahn 
is more accurate on the back hand 
than on.the forehand by attack- 
ing that wing as often as possible. 
‘His kicking deliverles, which often 
broke awkwardly in Rumjahn's 
back hand court, often provoked 
merely a defensive “pushed” re- 
turn from the loser. . 

Rumjahn aftér taking the first 
set faded right out of the picture 
through his inability to cope with 
the steadiness of Honda. He play- 
ed a defensive game throughout, 
and it was only very occasionally 
that we saw flashes of the real 
Rumjahn.

Every Motorist Must 
Promote 


“The motar car occupies a unique 
place in ‘the circle of modern, 
efficient and elaborate machinery in 
that It is placed in the hands of 
drivers who, however well-meaning, 
have usually neither the mechanical 
knowledge nor the time necessary to 
make a periodic roand of inspection, 
lubrication and adjustment,” re- 
marks The Motor. 

“When it Is remembered that a 
locomotive is taken to the running- 
sheds for attention after a 300-mile 
run and that the motor conches and 
buses run by big concerns are sub- 
jected to vigilant and skilled atten- 
tion, It is surprising that the aver- 
age private car should run as well 
as it does. ‘ 

“This capacity for covering a big 
mileage before neglect becomes 
manifest in the shape of a break 
down or accident is only too apt to 
engender a feeling of false security 
in the owner.

Congequent- 
ly, for a mechanically minded owner 
an hour's work every 500 miles 
should suffice to keep a car in good 
running order. For the growing 
number of motorists who wish to 
restrict their activities to driving 
there ate now garages throughout 
the country equipped to carry out 
light maintenance work at a small 
cost, and such facilities are destined 


- | to grow rapidly in seope this year. 


“There is, therefore, no excuse for 
the man who deliberately neglects to 
keep his car in good condition, and 
we are certain that if all motorists 
would take this matter to heart the 
roads would become materially 
aafer, Adequate equipment of the 
right kind is almost equally {m- 
portant.”

After all, it has been ‘decided to 
hold a motor cycle show In London 
this year. The date is to be 
November 10 ‘to 15. 

1 understand that several of the 
manufacturers—a minority it is 
true—were opposed to the idea of a 
show in 1990, They pointed to the 
comparatively poor attendance at 
the 1925 exhibition and urged’that 
they did not get a return commen- 
surate with thelr outlay.- y 

The opposition docs not appear, 
however, to have been pressed and 
the show’ will be held as usual, 
There is some talk of an effort being 
made to reduce the expenditure of 
exhibitors and various schemes are 
sald to be under consideration. One 
iden is that stands shall be of almilar 
type, conforming to one standard 
design. This is, of course, copying 
the Scottish example and incidental- 
ly that of Paris and Berlin. 

My own view is that ft would be 
a greater mistake for the motor 
cycle manufacturers than for the 
car makera to give up their show. 
Unlike a:car, a motor cycle Is not 
yet regarded solely as a means of 
transport, and buyers have to be 
attracted either by exhibitions or 
sporting events of one kind or an: 
other. ‘The motor cycle manu- 
facturers have to appeal to the youth 
of the nation, and they must use 
every means possible to encovrage 
young people to buy machines, which 
are often far more of a luxury for 
the owner than a car would be. 

A Remarkable Achievement. 

It is interesting to note that the 
British motor cycle industry has a 
far better hold of the home market 
than has the ‘car Industry. Im- 
ports have been steadily diminish- 
ing from year to year until in 1929 
they were valued at only slightly 
aver £16,000, machines and parts. 
Exports of machines and parts on 
the other hand amounted to over 
£4,000,000. - 

This js a remarkable achieve- 

ment which reflects credit on the 
manufacturing concerns and their 
designers particularly. 
. There.can be no doubt that the 
success af the British machine in 
the export field is in no small 
measure due to the fact that manu- 
facturers are free from any concern 
as to what is. happening in the 
market, ° Their position ig un- 
agsailable and they are thus able to 
concentrate on supplying the de- 
mand from-oversead. ~

Great Cost and Doubtful 
Value. 


Writing in mall week the motor-, 


Jing correspondent of the Edin- 


burgh Dispatch safd:— 

While everyone wishea Kayo Don 
a safe return from his hazardous 
adventure on Daytona sands, in 
Florida, whither ho has gone to try 
to wrest the land speed record 
from Sir Henry Ségrave, the 
holder, it cannot be sald that there 
is any great enthusiasm in the 
motor trade over the affair, 

I find, after talking the matter 
over with several prominent mem- 
bers of the industry, that the feel- 
ing exists that so long a3 Britain 
held the record, it might have been 
as well to have left it at that. 

Various estimates have been 
made as to the probable cost of the 
venture. I am not in a position to 
give’ accurate figures, but the 
general consensus of opinion is 
that it will cost at least £15,000. 
The “Golden. Arrow,” Segrave’s 
ear, cost over £12,000, and it seems 
‘unlikely that the “Silver Bullet’ 
will have cost less, 

The risks from the driver's point 
of view are very great indeed, but 
Mr, Don is evidently willing to 
ignore them In order to achieve 
fame. The question, however, 
which people are asking, especially 
those engaged In the car manufac- 
turing business, is whether there 
will be any return for this big ex- 
penditure of money. , 

Useless Speed, 

At the moment it iz doubtful 
whether it would be possible to 
raise as many thousands to manu- 
facture cars to sel] to the public. 
That may bea very unromantic 
way of looking at the project, but 
it is certainly the way some of the 
car makers and others engaged in 
the motor industry regard it. : 

For my own part, I have always 
failed to see what great benefit is 
to be got from attempts to put up 
speed records on land. In the first 
place, it is most unlikely that 
motor cars will ever be able to 
travel at speeds greatly in excess 
of those now touched by cars in 
everyday use—unless, of course, 
special motor roads are built. 
Secondly, even {f speeds of 200 
miles an hour were possible on 
roads where only motor traffic was 
permitted, could anyone afford to 
buy a car capable of such a per- 
formance or to maintain it? , 

Thirdly, if it is intended to try 
out new designs and new materials, 
surely there {s plenty of scope in 
the air.or on the sea, We have 
not yet reached the limit of speed 
in the afr by along way, and there 
seems no reason to doubt’ that in 
a faw years’ time aeroplanes carry- 
ing passengers will be capable of 
attaining speeds which to-day are 
suggestive of a Schnelder Cup 
race. ° ‘ 

Value of Research, | 

A certain amount of research 
must have -been done in connection 
with the various materials used 
in the conatruction of the car built 
by the Sunbeam Company which 
Kaye Don is driving: at Daytona, 
and special tyres have to be made, 
but whether the knowledge thus 
gained is of any further practical 
value to the motor industry as a 
whole I should not like to say. 

Ags for the advertisement value 
of record-breaking attempta, {t has 
yet to be proved that Sir Henry 
Segrave’s 231 m.p.h. record of last 
year made any difference to the 
sale of British motor, cars either 
in this country or in any other. 

The British motor industry at 
the present time is facing great 
difficulties. Tho set-back in sales 
at home, the uncertainty over the 
McKenna dutlos, and the lack of 
sufficient capital. to develop over- 
acas business are serious handi- 
caps, and it js essential that every 
effort’ should’ be ‘concentrated on

PHANTOM LORRY. 


Road Mystery 
_* Solved. 


A lonely road between Godley and 
Mottram, Cheshire, reputed to’ ba 
haunted by a phantom motor-lorry, 
was treated with more than ordin« 
ary care by motorists’te-day, writes 
2a Daily Mail corvespondent. on 
February 19. 

Its unenviable reputatlon, owing 
to a succession of accidents, with 3 
dead and 25 injured during the last 
two years, was intensifed by an 
eerfa atmosphere given to the 
locality by the suggestion of the 
coroner, Mr, Stuart Rodger. At an 
inquest at Ashton on a pillion rider, 
killed on the road on December 30, 
Mr. Albert Collison, of Cook Street 
Audenshau, the driver of a motor- 
cycle, said that he swerved 
to avoid a heavy motor-lorry back- 
ing out of an opening between an 
inn and cross roads. 

There is no opening between the 
inn and the cross-roads, and this 
fact led the coroner to. romark, “It 
must have been a phantom lorry.” 

Ho added to the ghostliness of the 
suggestion by saying that at one 
house in the neighbourhood where 
he had made inquiries, ho had been 
told of a dog which ran home “howl- 
ing and terrified” after hearing 
footsteps in the road, 


Solving The Mysery. 


To track down this spectra! lorry, 
1 motored to the scene of the acci- 
dent, * y 

From the , ghost’s point of view 
conditions were excellent—a still, 
quiot night, darkness, and little 


Istood in the oad with the 
powerful headlamps of. the car flood- 
ing the gpot where. the motor- 
cyclist’s fatal swerve began, and in 
the ray of light I found what I: be- 
Heve to be the solution of the acci- 
dent and the explanation of the 
phantom. ; 

‘There appeared not an earthbound 
lorry driver ceaselessly backing his 
vehide out of a ghostly side road, 
but an equally: startling impression 
of a ghost—the singular coincidence 
of a sloping hedge and a slightly 
jetting wall. 


The Break in The Wall. 


A break in the wall, concealing a 
water trough, suggested the pos- 
sibility of an opening; and, tower- 
ing above, tw yards to the left, a 
hedge inclined to the roadway 
throwing its jagged end into .the 
beam of light in such a way that 
even the most experfenced motorist 
travelling at night might mistake 
ft for the top of a heavy motor- 
lorry reversing into the main road. 

The illusion was further heighten- 
ed by the sudden change of light on 
the'footpath where tho cemented 
part joins a stone-paved section 
which at first sight, appears to be 
part of the road. :
